(120-1599) Features 

Your Rise n' Shine AM/FM Kid's Clock Radio with Night Light and Melody 
sounds one of three Children's melodies at the preset alarm time. You 
can wake to "It's a Small World," "London Bridge is Falling Down," or 
"Yankee Doodle." The clock radio also produces a soft light you can 
use as a night light. 

Your clock radio also has these features: 

Hour On Switch - allows you to set the radio or melody to play for 59 
minutes before it automatically turns off. 

Snooze Timer - lets you temporarily turn off the alarm radio or melody 
for 9 minutes. 

Battery Backup - maintains block operation for up to 8 hours in the 
event of a power failure. 

Night Light - produces a soft light so you can see in the dark. 
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Connecting to AC Power 

To power your clock radio, plug the power card into a standard AC outlet. 
Installing the Back-up Battery 

To keep the clock running for up to 8 hours in the event of AC power 
failure, install a 9-colt battery. We recommend RadioShack Cat No. 

23-583. 

Notes : 

To prevent unnecessary drain on the backup battery, install the 
battery after you connect the radio to AC power. 

If the display flashes after an AC power failure, the battery is too 
low to power the clock. Replace the battery and reset the clock. 

The back-up battery only powers the clock (not the light) . 

Follow these steps to install the backup battery. 

1. Push the tab in the direction of the arrow and lift the battery 
compartment cover. 

2. Snap the battery into the terminals and place it inside the battery 
compartment . 

3. Close the battery compartment cover. 

Setting The Time 

Follow these steps to set the time. 

1. Press and hold down Time. 

2. While holding down Time, repeatedly press HOUR on the bottom of the 
clock radio until the correct setting appears. The Hour display 
advances 1 hour each time you press HOUR. (To rapidly advance the 
minute setting, press and hold down Hour.) 


3. While holding down Time, repeatedly press MINUTE on the bottom of the 



clock radio until the correct setting appears. The minute display 
advances 1 minute each time you press MINUTE. (To rapidly advance the 

minute setting, press and hold down MINUTE.) 

Release Time when you have set the correct time. 

Notes : 

The PM indicator at the upper left corner of the display appears 
at 12:00 noon and disappears at 12:00 midnight. 

To set the display's brightness, set DIMMER HI/LO on the bottom 
of the clock radio to the desires setting. 
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Playing The Radio 

Follow these steps to play the radio. 

1. Set Melody/ AM/FM / to AM or FM. 

2. Press Hour On to turn on the radio. 

Note: When you press HourOn, the display shows ) :59, and the radio 

plays for 59 minutes, then automatically turns off. To turn 
off the radio before the set 59 minutes, press Snooze 

3. Rotate the tuning ring (with a blue star on it) to your desires 

station . 

4. Adjust Vol. To a comfortable listening level. 

Note: The AM antenna is built-in. Rotate the clock radio for the 

best AM reception. The power cord serves as an FM antenna. 

For the best FM reception, stretch the power cord to its full 
length . 

Playing A Melody 

Follow these steps to play a melody. 

1. Set Melody/AM/FM to Melody. 

2. Press HourOn to play a melody. 

Note: When you press HourOn, 0:59 appears on the display. The Melody 

plays for 59 minutes, then automatically turns off. 

3. Press Melody until the desired melody plays. 

You can choose from three different melodies: 

It's a Small World 

London Bridge is Falling Down 


Yankee Doodle 



4. Adjust Vol to a comfortable listening level. 


5. To turn off the melody before the set 59 minutes, press Snooze. 

Using The Alarm 

Setting The Alarm 

Follow these steps to set the alarm. 

1. Set Alarm OFF/ON to OFF. 

2. Press and hold down Alarm/ 

3. While holding down Alarm, repeatedly press HOUR on the bottom of the 
clock radio until the correct setting appears. The hour display 
advances 1 hour each time you press HOUR. (To rapidly advance the hour 
setting, press and hold down HOUR.) 

4. While holding down Alarm, repeatedly press MINUTE on the bottom of the 
clock radio until the correct setting appears. The minute display 
advances 1 minute each time you press MINUTE, (to rapidly advance the 
minute setting, press and hold down MINUTE.) 

5. Release Alarm and MINUTE when you have set the correct alarm time. 

6. Slide Melody/AM/FM to your desired alarm sound (radio or melody) . 

7. Set Alarm OFF/ON to ON. The alarm indicator lights at the lower left 
corner of the display. The radio or melody sounds at the preset alarm 
time . 

8. Set Alarm OFF/ON to OFF to turn off the alarm radio or melody. 

Using The Snooze Feature 

To temporarily silence the alarm so it sounds again after about 9 minutes, 

press Snooze. 

Using The Night Light 

To turn on the night light, set Night Light OFF/ON to ON. The tuning ring 

lights . 

To turn off the night light, set Night Light OFF/ON to OFF. 



Replacing The Night Light Bulb 

If the night light bulb burns out, replace it. We recommend RadioShack 
Cat. No. 272-1108. 

CAUTION: If the night light has been on several minutes, let the bulb and 

bulb socket cool for several minutes before you touch them. 

Follow these steps to replace the light bulb. 

1. Remove the two screws on the night light lens cover at the back of the 
clock radio. 

2. Gently pull up night light lens cover. 

3. Rotate the bulb to release it form the bulb socket. 

4. Insert a new bulb into the bulb socket. Turn the light bulb until it 
locks . 

5. Replace the night light lens cover, securing it with the two screws.

Your Rise 'n Shine AM/FM LED Kid's Clock Radio with Night Light and melody 
is an example of superior design and craftsmanship. The following 
suggestions will help you care for the clock radio so you can enjoy it for 
years . 

Keep the clock radio dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 
Liquids might contain minerals that can corrode electronic circuits. 

Use and store the clock radio only in normal temperature environments. 
Temperature extremes can shorten the life of electronic devices and 
distort or melt plastic parts. 

Handle the clock radio gently and carefully. Dropping it can damage 
the circuit boards and can cause the clock radio to work improperly. 

Keep the clock radio away from dust and dirt, which can cause 
premature wear of parts. 

Wipe the clock radio with a damp cloth occasionally to keep the 
product looking new. Do not use harsh chemicals, cleaning solvents, 
or strong detergents to clean the product. 

Use only a fresh battery of the recommended size and type. Always 
remove an old or weak battery. It can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic circuits. 

Modifying or tampering with the clock radio's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate the product's warranty and void 
your FCC authorization to operate it. If your clock radio is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance .
